While we may gloat over being 


no fortunate, the modernization 
of our highways, at long last, 
should also cause a moment of 
sober reflection. 


Any citizen 45 years old can 


remember when Gov. Len Small 
was campaigning on a platform 
"to get Illinois out of the mud." 
He was successful in launching 
what was then considered a bold 
step In highway 
construction. 


Illinois' road program created 
nationwide attention, and even 
brought foreign engineers to our 
ittatc to gaze at modern road ma- 
chincry excavating through 
bluffs and hills to make way for 
the concrete strips. And every 
twisting mile of "hard" roads 
was greeted with much applause. 


What should startle you is that 


just 30 or more years hence, these 
same bold engineering projects are 
hopelessly outmoded. Illinois, as 
have many other states, has found 
that in little more than a genera- 
tion its "bold" highway creation 
needs immediate attention. 


Illinois' new highway con- 


struction will require hundreds 


of millions. You, as a taxpayer, 
could properly ask why engineers 
with~ vision couldn't have fore- 
wjcn the age of the high-speed 
motor car, and the use of our 
highways as commercial arte- 
ries. 


They didn't! The citizens of 


that day didn't. It seems incred- 
ible now but it is true.

That simple fact should be a 


lesson for all those who are en 
gaged in planning for tomorrow. 
Certainly we should be able to look 
30 years into the future when draft 
ing plans for our cities and our 
towns. Or does that chunk of time 
present an insurmountable obstacle 
in this atomic age? 


FcrhapK our highway situation 


can serve only to warn city plan- 
ners to thrust off an inclination 
toward conservatism and plan 
boldly.

ve^t sunlight into enough en- 
ergy to run a home. 
'i'ne Air Research and Develop- 


ment Command said the new gen- 
erator evolved through research 
conducted by Donald C. Reynolds 
and Lt. Col. Gerard M. Lcies at 
the Wright Air Development Cen- 
ter near Dayton, Ohio. 


Bell Han One 


Last April 25, Bell Telephone Co. 


unveiled a solar battery which con- 
verts 
sunlight 
into 
electricity 


through silicon, transistors. Light 
striking razor-thin strips of silicon 
creates a flow of electric cm-rent 
in atoms in the strips. 


Both the Bell device and the 


Air Force generator are capale 
of storing up the energy taken 
from the sun. 
'The Air Force generator uses 
cadmium sulfide, a yellow powder 
employed as a pigment in the ^man- 
ufacture "of "paint*.

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The powder is processed into 


crystal form. The Air Force said 
a "wafer-thin slab" of the crystal 
four feel by fifteen feet, would 
supply enough current to take care 
of a house.

Waves of Communists 
Finally Take Outpost 


HANOI, Indochina (IFi—Communist-led Vietmlnh rebels scored two 


bloody successes in the Hanoi" delta Thursday. One posed a new threat 
to the vital French lifeline between Haiphong and Hanoi. The other 
turned a Roman Catholic seminary into a battleground where hundreds 
died in hand-to-hand combat. 


Wave after wave of Vietminh 


troops crushed 'the stubborn de- 
fense of the 60 Vietnamese man- 
ning the garrison at Cho Moi, 24 
miles southeast of Hanoi and only 
f» miles south of the Haiphong- 
Hanoi road. Over this road are 
convoyed supplies and equipment 
landed at Haiphong harbor. 


Hold Valiantly 


Cut off by the Victminh for near- 


ly three weeks and under almost 
constant rebel assault during the 
past seven nights, the defenders^ 
smashed five assaults Thursday 
night before the Vietminh tide 
overwhelmed them. How many Vi- 
etnamese escaped death or cap- 
ture was not known, a French high 
command spokesman said in re- 
counting the battle. 


Seventy-five miles southeast of 


Hanoi. 3,000 Vietminh smashed 
their way through the Village of 
Ouanphungha against 1,000 Viet- 
namese and a handful of volunteer 
Catholic militiamen who made a 
seven-hour stand in the seminary. 


It was "truly a battle between 


Communists and Catholics — reli- 
gious war, a French army spokes- 
man said. 


Fight to Death 


The dead and dying fell or were 


thrown from windows and T>alcony 
ledges in a hand-to-hand combat 
that raged on the staircases and 
in the corridors, a French army 
spokesman reported. 


These two fights were the bitter- 


est battles and the greatest suc- 
cesses by the Victminh in the ac- 
tual delta area in recent months.

including McCarthy, should go into 
the public record.

agreed that efforts should be aban- 
doned to make public calls involv- 
ing oilier key figures in the dis- 
pute—calls between administration 
officials only, and calls involving 
Roy M. Conn and Francis P. Carr. 
aides to McCarthy. 


"Inescapable Fact" 


Welch said the hearings subcom- 


mittee should recognize the "ines- 
capable fact" that disclosure of 
calls within the administration is 
barncd by President Eisenhower'* 
directive forbidding testimony on 
conferences between administra- 
tion officials. 


He said It also should recognize

ever found, has come up with a, 
blue-white stone weighing 426l,i 
carats. 


Trade sources said the new find 


was of "good quality" and esti- 
mated its value today at 100,000 
pounds (5280.000). 


Although larger in its uncut 


state than many historic diamonds, 
the new gem Is a pigmy compared 
with the Cullinan's 3,024% carats. 
Found in 1905, it was .later divided 
into nine large gems and a number 
of small brilliat»ts. 


Both it and the new diamond 


were found in the Premier mine,' 
near Pretoria.

1 means the problem of his various relationships of life. 


"We may illustrate by a familiar example. Early in life. 


r a child may learn that he can get what he wants by making 


a nuisance of himself. If he will scream loudly enough, kick 
his heels, hold his breath, choke, get red in the face,,he can 
frighten the life out of his parents and-make them yield .. ." 


"Should this happen, he may be found at 40, say, as a 


man who still gets his own way by having tantrums ... If 
he happens to be in politics, instead of trying to explore 


i_ political issues to their rational depths, he may simply wear 


down his opponents by a method equivalent to the childish 
method of screaming and kicking his heels." 
• 
• . • 


In a chapter on "The Play of Politics on the Mind," Dr. 


Overstreet analyzes the man who feels "alive" only when 
actually or vicariously involved in conflict. 


"That such a man is a troublemaker in a home or a com- 


munity we recognize readily enough," writes the author. 
"Wherever he wields his influence there arc likely to be ten- 
sions, irrational angers, quarrels that stem from'insufficient 
causes, ruthlessly damaged reputations, and a general irri- 
table readiness for a fight. 


"What we have scarcely begun to realize is that this 


• troublemaker acts, in all areas of his life, much as we are 
' all permitted—or even encouraged—to act in the political 


area. As though we had set this area aside as a place for 
letting off steam and venting our otherwise pent-up hostili- 
ties, we put the basic ordering of our life at the mercy of our 
less mature emotions." 


Quoting G. B. Chisholm, Dr. Overstreet repeats the ob- 


servation that. "So far in the history of the world there have 
never been enough mature people in the right places."

To answer the last question 


first, I believe that anyone with 
anemia should be under a physi- 
cian's care. Often anemia Is a 
symptom of a serious condition 
which should be treated prompt- 
ly, and at other times it is some- 
thing which 
can 
be 
remedied 


comparatively easily, often with 
great improvement in the feel- 
ing of well being of the person 
involved. 


ANEMIA IS the general term 


applied to below normal number 
of red blood cells or insufficient 
coloring matter or hemoglobin. 
Needless to say there are several 
kinds of anemia, many possible 
causes and creat variation in the 
degree to which there is a de- 
fieciency of red cells or nemo 
globin. 


The most common form, how< 


ever, is- what is known as see 
ondary anemia — that in which 
blood has been 
lost 
from 
the 


body and incompletely replaced. 


A sudden hemorrhage, even a 


nose bleed, may bring on anemia. 
It it is not repeated, however, 
the blood is 
usually 
replaced 


rapidly. But if- attacks of bleed- 
ing are repeated at frequent in- 
tervals a severe anemia 
r.:ay 


result. 


THE ATTACK on this kind of 


anemia is not only to give iron 
preparations which enter into the 
hemoglobin, but even more im 
portant to identify and stop the 
attacks of hemorrhage. 


In many cases it turns out to 


be quite a problem to track down 
the loss of blood, because it may 
be gradual and in amall amounts 
rather than sudden and profuse. 


But'* anemia can com* from 


many-things besides loss of blood. 
Some' get anemic just because 
they do >'not get. 'enough iron in 


^their food. There Is also a form 
"of cnemi* known M pciauy or 
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pernicious, the cause of which Is 
not known.

In secondary anemia the prob- 


lem is to identify the cause and 
correct it. In severe cases blood 
transfusions can prove life sav- 
ing.

NEW YORK—James B, Reston. the chief of'the Washington bureau 


of the New York Times in succession to Arthur Krock, a much better 
journalist, has written for the editorial page of the Times an unwary 
essay on Senator Joe McCarthy. 
Reston says "McCarthy's prestige 


is clearly falling, but he must receive credit for certain important re- 


sults." McCarthy has "demonstrated with appalling 
clarity what kind of man he is" and "this has not 
helped his cause." 


Reston might quite as well have said that the 


prestige of the Times "is clearly falling" and that 
McCarthy has caused Arthur Hays Sulzberger. its 
publisher, to demonstrate "with appalling clarity 
what kind of man he is" and what kind of paper the 
Times is. He could have written further with equal 
truth that this has not helped the cause of either 
Sulzberger or the Times. 
On the contrary, in his 


departure fiom the old standards which gave the 


w«ihr»<>ii r«:fi« 
Times dignity and prestige among self-respecting, 


patriotic citizens. Mr. Sulzberger. who married the daughter of the 
boss, the late Adolph" Ochs, on the way to his dubious distinction in 
Journalism, has spoken out of both sides of his mouth on the subject 
of honest, unslanted presentation of the news. 


In one speech, to the American Association for Education in Jour- 


nalism at the graduate school of journalism at Columbia University. 
Aug. 
26. 1952, Sulzberger noted that his late father-in-law promised 


to give all the news In good language, as early as it could be had, im- 
partially without fear or favor. Editorial fervor was to be confined 
to the. editorial page and "the news columns were to be untainted by 
the passions of the crusader." 


Continuing. 
Sulzberger 
said' 


"Even on the editorial page the 
Times, in those days, was loath 
to throw its weight around. 
Mr. 


Ochs feared that too much in- 
tensity could insidiously affect the 
reporters' objectivity and that be- 
fore long editorial biases would 
show up in the news." 


Sulzberger then admitted frank- 


ly that ho no longer believed that 
it was possible to give the news 
without fear or favor, without re- 
gard to any party, sect or interest 
involved.

The fake 
about the German rendering plant 
In which the bodies of dead sol- 
diers were alleged to have been 
used to produce animal fat for ex- 
plosives was a Norlhcllffe coup 
which was widely rejected on our 
side of the war. 


Mr. SuUbcrger's determination 


to "explain" news would not flatly 
endorse such fakery. But we can't 
be sure how far he would go in his 
resort to that "new form of jour- 
nalism, shaped to fit the period, a 
form equally - demanded by 
the 


needs of the many and the hither- 
to unheard-of complexities which 
confronted the few." That is such 
a chewed-up cud of gibberish from 
a pompous pretender to authority 
over the American mind and the 
national destiny that I take the 
liberty of suspecting that Sulz- 
bcrger intended it to justify any 
excess that he might resort to in 
any issue, including Joe McCar- 
thy's rat-catcher methods of ex- 
terminating treason in the Ameri- 
can government. That treachery 
was 
deliberately 
established, 


patronized and savagely defended 
by the political party of which 
Sulzbergcr's Times has been a 
more and more furious partisan 
«ver since Roosevelt set about 
creating his brand of National 
Socialism among us. 


On the contrary, however, we 


find the same Sulzberger in a 
similar consistory of self-acknowl- 
edged journalistic dignitaries in 
Colorado digging in his heels and 
resisting a trend toward opinion- 
arian treatment of the news.

process, to paraphrase Reston, Mc- 
Carthy deserves credit for demon- 
strating 
with 
appalling clarity 


what kind of man Sulzberger is 
and throwing into dramatic relief 
the contrast between the Times 
that was and the Times that is. 


Apropos this thought, John T. 


Flynn wrote in The Freeman that 


a corps of authors, critics and 


journalists dedicated to duplicat- 
ing in America the doleful (Fab- 
ian-Marxist) experience of England 
have found their mightiest engine 
of promotion in the pages of the 
Times Sunday magazine and book 
review. There, Socialism Is ped' 
died across the disarming counter 
of the conservative Times."

cance that Reston was born in 
Scotland in 1909, came here at the 
age of one. went back to school in 
Scotland when he 15. returned here 
when he was 21, Rot a B. S. at 
Illinois, spent two years as a press 
agent and went back to London In 
1937 to remain until 1841.

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Mundt Wants 
Action on 
FBI Reports 


Proposes Bill to 
Force Decisions 
On Security Risks 


WASHINGTON IB— Sen. Mundt 


(R-SD) said today that as "a di- 
rect result" of the McCarthy-army 
hearings he has drafted a bill de- 
signed to, force decisive action on 
government employes tabbed by 
the FBI as security risks. 


Mundt, presiding over the tele- 


vised hearings of the senate in- 
vestigations subcommittee, said in 
an interview it didn't take the 
McCarthy-army probe to convince 
him that "the FBI is a terrific out- 
fit . . . doing a magnificent job as 
a result of which, too often, nothing 
happens." 


• He said his bill would create in 
.the Justice department "a division 
of personnel security" to which the 
FBI would report findings adverse 
to government employes. Such re- 
ports now go to the suspected 
.worker's bosses. 


"The new division," Mundt ex- 


plained, "would do what the FBI 
will not and should not do—evalu- 
ate the information the FBI de- 
velops." 


He said specialists in the divi- 


sion would give the information ex- 
pert and fair appraisal, and then 
•proceed to force some decisive ac- 
tion on the findings.

Find Egyptian 
Pharaoh's Tomb 
Archeologist Hails It as 
Important Discovery 


CAIRO-«V-An Egyptian archs- 


ologist lays ' he has 
discovered 


what is apparently the oldest in- 
tact royal tomb ever found 
In 


Egypt. * It is believed to be thftt 
of Pharaoh Sankhet, who ruled 
the 
Nile kingdom about 
5,000 


years ago. 


The find was announced Thurs- 


day night by Zakaria Goneim. 
chief inspector of the Egyptian 
Antiquities Department 
He said 


the rock'tomb containing a sarco- 
phagus of reddish alabaster was 
found under the ruins of a step 
pyramid at Sakkara, about 15 
miles south of Cairo. 


Expects Golden Coffin 


Goneim expects to find the golden 
coffin of Sankhet. a pharaoh of 
ancient Egypt's Third Dynasty, in- 
side 
the 
sarcophagus. 
Sankhet 


ruled Egypt around 3.000 B. C. 


The Sakkara pyramid is located 


only about 20 miles from the site 
near the great pyramid at Giza 
where antiquarians are uncovering 
two solar boats,' presumably built 
by the later Fourth Dynasty Phar 


aoh Cheops to carry his soul 
through the heavens after death. 


Goneim said his find is "un- 


doubtedly the most important since 
tho discovery of King Tutankha- 
men's tomb in 1922." It may be 
even more important, he added, 
because Sankhet preceded King 
Tut by about 1,200 years. 


Of the many ancient royal bur- 


ial places located in Egypt, only 
those of King Tut. one of the rul- 
ers of the 18th Dynasty, and some 
of the 22nd Dynasty kings, have 
been uncovered intact. The rest 
had all been plundered by an- 
cient grave robbers who stripped 
them of their gold and jewels. 


Thieves Overlooked It 


"It was only by lucky chance 


that this tomb escaped being loot 
ed," Goneim said. The archeolo- 
gist has been digging at Sakkara 
since 1951. He unearthed the 
ruins pf the unfinished pyramid 
there last December. 


He said the sarcophagus is ab'out 


six feet long and slightly over two 
feet wide. The top is of solid ala

As Pitcher, 
Musial Not 
Too Good 


Nearly Gave Up 
Baseball When He 
Injured Shoulder 


(Fourth of a Series) 


By JOE REICHLEB 


NEW YORK — From -a 


young pitcher in a Class D 
league to one of the greatest 
and highest paid stars in 
baseball .-. . that, in brief, is 
the Stan Musial success story. 


On Aug. 15, 1939, Ule St. Louis 


Cardinal front office received a 
report on a young pitcher in his 
second professional season with a 
Class D team at Williamson, a 
small mountain town just east of 
the West Virginia-Kentucky bor- 
der. The report read: 


"This boy is the wildest pitcher 


I have ever seen. He hasn't pitched 
a complete game here in- ages, 
and he must average at least 10 
walks a game . . . He will strike 
out just as many as he will walk 
but I can't depend upon him. I 
recommend his release because I 
don't believe he will ever be able 
to find the plate and if he should 
I don't think *he has enough-stuff 
to get by. . ." 


' A Fine Boy' 


Musial was then earning $70 a 


month and sending $10 of it home 
regularly. It is interesting also to 
note that the manager, who is now 
a 
chief of scouts with another 


major league club, added this" foot- 
note: 


"I am at a loss to say definitely 


what to do with him. He has the 
best of habits and is a fine boy." 


The following year Musial won 


18 and lost nine at Daytona Beach 
in the Florida State League. On« 
day while doubling in the outfield, 
Stan fell on his shoulder attempt- 
ing to make a diving catch and 
injured it so badly that he could 
not pitch any more. 


Musial was ready to quit after 


the shoulder injury, but heeded the 
advice of his manager, Dickie 
Kcrr, the former Chicago \Vhit« 
Sox pitcher and switched to th« 
outfield. 


Gets Homer 


In the Cardinal's organization 


tryouts in the spring of 1941, 
Musial was turned down by all but 
one manager. OIlic Vanek, pilot of 
the Springfield, Mo. club of the 
Western Association. 


He hit a home run his first time 


at bat and after 87 games, his 
batting average was .379 including 
23 doubles, 10 triples and 26 home 
runs. By then Rocher "needed 
him." Stan easily made the big 
jump, again hit a homer his first 
lime at bat and averaged .326 in 
54 games.

valuable player in 1943; and was 
runner-up o Dixie Walker with 
.347 in 1944 before joining Uncle 
Sam's Navy in the Pacific theaer 
in 1945. Musial was better than 
ever upon his return. He captured 
five more batting titles in the next 
eight years, received two more 
most valuable player awards and 
at the end of the 1953 season had 
a lifetime .315 batting average.

LONDONUV- Is there a fear of 


communism in America that spills 
far beyond the hounds of good 
reason? The British people are 
convinced there is. 


This belief — heard frequently 


here—represents one of the dis- 
turbing factors causing friction be- 
tween the two great allies of World 
War II. 


After years of the cold war, the 


major English — speaking powers 
have not yet found a common 
ground of understanding on " the 
best way to deal \vith communism 
This is a major weakness in efforts 
to build a united front against the 
Reds. 


"Too Soft," Claim 


Some Americans think the Brit- 


ish are too soft and their policy is 
bordering on appeasement of the 
Commnuists. On the other side, a 
good 
many Britons 
think 
the 


American attitude is too tough, 
that it is dictated by unreasonable 
fear, and that it carries a threat 
of starting another war. 


There is to be found in this 


country, too. a curious attitude 
(curious to an American) which 
seems to accept the British Com- 
munist party as a sort of joke that 
really has no dangerous connec- 
tion with international commu- 
mism.

The same 
thought cropped out in several In- 
terviews with Britons—that loy 
alty to the United States is at least 
open to suspicion. 

The British 
press—which fre- 


quently reflects the official views 
of the governmcnt-oftcn refers to 
the "unrealistic" 
altitude of the 


United States toward communism. 
Where does realism 
lie—in the 


British or the American point of 
view? Or is it somewhere between 
the two? 


That is something that will have 


to be agreed upon sooner or later, 
it sccmfc. if the United States and 
Great Britian achieve a united 
front against communism.

AEC Board Rules He Had 
Many Communist Friends

WASHINGTON (91 — You could 


suit yourself a b o u t associating 
with a long-time Communist friend 
f you worked in a department 
store. There's no law against it. 
The boss might fire you if he 
found out. But you'd still be free to 
take that chance. 


Suppose, though, you wer* one 


of the great atomic scientists, 
working for the government, and 
carrylnK around iny our head se- 
crets involving national security. 
Would you then be free to associate 
with that long-time Communist 
friend? 


That's one of the points in the 


decision which found Dr. J. Robert 
Oppenheimer loyal but a security 
risk. Oppenheimer. director of the 
wartime atom bomb development 
and a government consultant aft- 
erwards on atomic problems, was 
told last December ho could no 
longer have secret Information. 


Asked Bear Ing 


Oppenhcimcr asked for a hearing 


to clear hlsi name. The five-man 
Atomic Energy Commission ap- 
pointed a s p e c i a l three-man 
board to consider his case. It did, 
for weeks. It heard <0 witnesses 
and read 6.000 pages of testimony 
and evidence. This week it gave 
its verdict. 


It not only found him to be loyal 


but said he had a high degree of 
discretion and a great ability to 
keep secrets. Nevertheless, the 
board ruled 2-1 he should no longer 
be entrusted with government se- 
crets. In short, it called him a se- 
curity risk. Oppenheimer has ask- 
ed the full AEC to review his case 
and reverse this finding. 


Oppenheimer became director of 


the bomb project In 1042. Before 
then h« had associated with Com 


munists for years, attended Com- 


lunlst meetings, married a Com- 
munist and had a brother and sis- 
er-in-law who were Communists, 
ils wife, brother and sister-in-law 
said they quit the party before 


941. 


Denies Membership 


Oppenheimer denied he was a 
lember of the Communist party. 


Tha board called him a fellow 
raveler in the years before 1912. 
Then it told this story: 


Haakon Chevalier, fncnd of Op- 
enhelmer. and identified years 
go as a Communist by a Callfor- 
la state investigating committee, 
n 1943 tried to get atomic informa- 
on out of Oppenheimer for the 
lussians. Oppenheimer turned him 
own cold. 
Oppenheimer didn't tell govern- 
ment security officers about this 
ntil months later, twice lied to 
lem, finally told the full story, 
n 1950 Chevalier visited Oppen- 
etmer two days and in 1953 visit- 
d by Oppenheimer and his wife In

There were some other point* on 


which the board questioned Oppen- 
heimer's reliability as a security 
risk but it summed up this way: 


"Beginning with the Chevalier 


ncident, he has repeatedly «x«r-. 
ciscd an arrogance of his own 
judgment with respect to the loy- 
alty and reliability of other citi- 
zens to an extent which has frus- 
trated and at times impeded th« 
workings of the system." 


Far LCM Clear 


Another ground on which the 


board considered him a security 
risk seems far less clear: Oppen- 
heimer, who favored a well-bal- 
anced atomic program, joined with 
others in opposing an all-out effort 
to make the hydrogen bomb and 
argued against it in 1949. 
The 


board blamed him for not being 
"enthusiastic" about it after for- 
mer President Truman made the 
decision early in 1950 to go ahead 
with the H-bomb. 


This raises a basic question af- 


fecting the country's future: How 
can any scientist be expected ever 
to give an honest judgment on any- 
thing if. as in the case of Oppen- 
heimer, he may find his judgment 
used against him?
